HOOSE REFUSES 
10 MR WITH 
SENATE ON BILL 



aprtagtaU, III.. Kor. 27.— The prl- 
BMHT electloa coafarenoa oommtttae 
today agreed gad reported to thf san- 
ate. that body adoptias thotr toport 
by a vote of 42 to 4. Praaklantlal 
I'liHitora aad dalogateo to tha natkmal 
coovuntiona aia ellmlaatod from tbe 
bill. Precinct eommitaamaa eoo- 
■tlttita the eouDty ooniMtttoo aad 
county commlttaemea i^I hold aad 
.<>le<'t delegataa to the eoagraaotonal 
aikd Ktate eonvoatioaa, the latter two 
to elect delegatea to the national com 
vent ions and the atate eonTsatloB to 
formulate the platform. 

Tha OaiMCTatle membera of the 
confaraooe oommlttee algnad a aal- 
norlty report la the form of the Mc- 
Roorty ameodmeat aa4 proaaated It 
to the hovao. 

The aaaaie paaaad Alen'a deep 
waterway hill with the emergency 
alansa by a vou of four to two, and 
tha atate traaanry Interest bill. 
House Refasra to Ouacnr. 

'After a aaaaioB of three boors the 
house voted by 84 to 33 not to con- 
cur In the rapoK of the conference 
lommlttea. Tha houoa paaaed a 
Joint reaoltttloa which waa adopted 
by the aenate, to adjoam until Jan- 
uary 14,
